'The northern parts of these states, 
he said, contain millions of acres of 
fertile land which Is well watered, 
but because of the difficulties of clear- 
ing they remain tmtenanted.

Bankers On Ownership. 
A banker's Idea of the proper limi- 
tations of government ownership was 
given by Robert D. Kent, president 
of the Merchants' bank of Passaic, 
N. J. Mr. Kent, at the 
sub-confer- 


ence devoted to land settlement, eaid 
epigramatically: 
"I would sum, up my thoughts re- 
garding government ownership regu- 
lation and supervision by saying we 
s-hould have of them as little as pos- 
sible, but as much as necessary." 


"The individual borower, who will 
reap the special benefit of success 
should -bear the burden and take the 
risk involved." the speaker said. "If 
he has sufficient capital to invest so 
that 'the organization which furnishes 
the balance needed is m&da secure. 

If, however, his capital 
falls short of this, as it often will, my 
contention is that the help needed 
in the war of additional capital and 
credit should come from those most 
nearly 
associated 
with., him—his

of giving him the needed help.
